Next Saturday the Burns Handicap, the star 
event of the California turf, will be decided and it 
will be sure to bo contested by a strong field. From 
a monetary point of view, being a guaranteed stake 
of the value of $10,000, it is the equal of the Brooklyn 
and Suburban and naturally its honors are keenly 
coveted by the turfmen racing their horses over 
the San Francisco tracks. An excellent judge of 
the comparative merits of horses, handicapper 
Brooks has made what appears to be an equitable 
adjustment of weights, and, altogether the decision 
of the Burns of this year promises to be fraught 
with as great a measure of interest as has hereto- 
fore annually attached to its running.
